KSMR. KENTUCKY STATE MILITIA RADIO 
FIRST REGULARLY SCHEDULED USA CLANDESTINE GOES ON AIR 

On many occasions in the past, including last month, I have lamented the fact in this column that 
there are nearly no active shortwave clandestine transmitters that broadcast in English or Spanish 
to the Western Hemisphere. Those days arc over. The biggest thing to hit North American 
clandestine radio in over a decade look place in early March. A new clandestine commenced 
transmissions on 90 meters, with transmissions in English beamed to the USA. KSMR, Kentucky 
Stale Militia Radio, has been on daily ever since with a one hour broadcast every night at 0300 
UTC on 3260 kHz. Signals have been excellent all over North America, indicating that a 
relatively high power transmitter is in use. Many people, including me, John Adams, and our 
DiaLogs editor Lee Reynolds, have been hearing them on a daily basis with armchair copy, even 
using small portables. 

The general format of their shows includes a sign on at 0300 with a catchy song, "Take My Gun 
from My Cold Dead Hands." A male announcer then normally goes into a commentary on 
whatever has caught his eye that day. Ibe subject matter is anti-Federal government, especially 
opposition to gun control and abortion. Several DXers have observed that there really isn't a 
whole lot of difference between the content of the KSMR shows and similar programming that 
you can hear on other "patriot' radio shows carried by licensed transmitters such as WWCR. The 
politics at the station arc mainly toward the far end of the right wing. The station normally 
blames Democrats nnd big government for our problems, although there is some populist venting 
against the "New World Order" that is supported by Presidents Dush (not a typo). After the 
commentaries, the main purpose of the station appears to be support for various militia groups 
around the USA, including notice of meetings with contact phone numbers. 1 Tie station appears 
to have a promotional purpose for the militia groups, does some coordination of at ' 
has announced future plans to carry other patriot radio programming sent to the K 
via satellite. KSMR differs considerably from other "patriot" programs on shortwavt 
it is the only one that is transmitting its shows over the airwaves without a license. 

The new station caught everybody in the DX hobby by surprise. Clandestine Radio Walch 
quickly came out with three special supplements in one week, in coordination with Cumhre DX. 
Breaking news like this is obviously well suited to information exchange via the internet. 
Cumbre and CRW quickly alleged that they had documents showing that the FCC has been 
investigating two amateur radio operators since December for supposed unlicensed broadcasting. 
Cumbre and CRW identified these individuals as "Major" Steve Anderson (formerly AA8DP) 
and "Commander" Charlie Puckcl (KF47.MG), both officers in the Kentucky Slate Militia. CRW 
claimed that a confrontation and/or bust by the FCC was imminent, but as or March 18 when I 
wrote this column, there still had been no sign or any standoff between the FCC and KSMR. It's 
hard to say what has happened between March 18 and the day that you are reading this, so it 
would be a good idea to check http://www.CUndcsllotRadlo.com Tor the very latest 
developments. For that matter, you can check out the situation for yourseiron 3260 kHz at 0300 
daily. 

On March I R the station announced that they had made the decision earlier that day on QSL's. 
They aren't going to respond to any reception reports, although they indicated that they 
appreciale signal reports. Their rationale for this decision is that they are a "serious station" and 
not a "hobby operation," and thus they won't QSL. It seems to me that this is not sound logic. 
Plenty of "serious" broadcasters, licensed and clandestine, have sent out QSL's as a public 
relations and promotional move for several decades. Intentionally building distance between a 



slalion and llic l)X hobby Is not a particularly sound public relations strategy, but so Tar KSMR 
docs not seem to care about this. 

The announcers periodically mention that they are not citizens of the United Slates, but are 
instead citizens of Ihc Commonwealth of Kentucky. From time to nine they note that they arc 
supporters of llie CoiiU-dcrncy. My now there can be no doubt that this is a genuine clandestine 
station. It is in fact the first clandestine in history that has maintained a regular daily schedule or 
broadcasts to the United Slates from a liansmiltcr site within the 1 Iniled States, piesumably from 
Kentucky. It is a sclf profcsscd clandestine, given its on-air denials that it is a pirate. It advocates 
a variety of civil disobedience, including failure to pay USA income taxes and advocacy for 
starting LPFM "patriot" pirates across the country. 

Given this astonishing set or developments, there is widespread spcculauon about why the FCC 
and/or the FBI. US Marshals, and Army have not yet busied the station. Most of this speculation 
has centered around the sensitive political nature of the station, along with the relatively new 
administration or President George W. Bush. The station's theme song and its claim to be a 
coordinator for armed mililia groups has upped the ante or a bust somewhat. On their March 18 
broadcast, the station discussed this issue openly. During the broadcast the announcer made the 
following remarks. "If they (the government) try a Waco or Ruby Ridge here, it would be a very 
bad policy decision." This was a very mild way or expressing the danger 0 r a potential violent 
confrontation. 

Going frirthcr into the realm or speculation, it seems to me that a bust of this particular 
clandestine would have to be planned by armed government forces. A bust would therefore need 
clearance from very high levels or the USA government, certainly including the new Attorney 
General l.-hn Ashcrofl. Ihis is not just a normal situation for J. Eager I leaver of the FCC and his 
OF van. It seems likely to me that Ashcrofr is not particularly interested in being compared with 
hir. predecessor Janet Reno, particularly this early in his term. On the other hand, looking at the 
picture or Abraham Lincoln on my $5.00 bill, it also seems certain to me that the federal 
government will not look the other way for an indefinite period or lime with this station. An 
unlicense radio station that regularly questions the sovereignty or the United States government 
while supporting the Confederacy is not a station that can be ignored forever. You all will recall 
what Abraham Lincoln did in such a situation, and something similar is certain in the short run 
with KSMR. It therefore would be a very good idea to start following this station very closely. 
We are seeing history in the making. 

Although it docs not mention KSMR, the Kentucky Slate Militia maintains a web site at 
hitp://www.freekcntucky.conVksm/contcnls.htm on Ihc internet. The site is worth a look if you'd 
like to see the ideology of this group. Steve Anderson has given Ihc address o( the station over 
Ihc air as 245 F.lrod-Martin Road, Somerset. Kentucky 42503. although address announcements 
ate not common. They have announced other frequencies in their plans such as 6880 and 12181. 
hut so Tar 1260 seems to be their frequency or choice. Grab this one while you can. 

HARRY HELMS MYSTERY SIGNAL 

Veteran ACF. members will remember Harry Helms, the noted shortwave author and a longtime 
mystery signal columnist in 77ic ACE over the years. Harry checks in this month to report an 
unusual transmission lhat is or interest to us. A slrangc high pitched pulsing lone with a speed of 
about 90 pulses per second was on 1140 kHz medium wave. Harry notes that a strange signal 
covered much of the west coast between February 17 and February 20. lie says lhat the noise is 
available via Ihc www.shark.com/1 140 web site. At other times the signal was [claying KSI N, a 
medium wave slalion from Las Vegas on 1140 kHz.. The relay was apparently on 1136 kHz, 
creating more or a signal mess on this channel. 

I larry heard Ihc noise with a good signal several limes. I Ic had contact with chiercnginccr Tracy 
Tcagarden KSFN-II40 Ijis Vegas, who denied lhat KSIN was oil frequency. Tcagardcn did 
indicate lhat in Ihc pasl Ihc USA military has soinelimrs relayed local medium wave stations 
from "S4." a secret military base nt Papoose Lake, Nevada, llul, Tcagardcn said lhat it was his 
understanding that the FCC was (renting this pailirulai Incident as a pirate case. Harry also 
contacted the FCC about this signal, and received nothing in return but a cryptic voice mail 
message from a FCC staff member who did not identify himself. Hiis voice mail said that Ihc 



offending signal had been "shul down." Harry says that it is highly unusual for FCC staff to 
communicate with the pubic without identifying themselves, and I have to agree with Harry. 



Although this incident is still being looked into by many in the radio hobby, Harry presumes lhat 
it is possible lhat Ihc offending signal came from either the China Lake Naval Weapons Station 
or Fort Irwin, with Ihc Goldslone Communications Facility also a possibility, lie also speculalcs 
(hal Ihc FCC may have lipped Ihc transmitter off about plans for several medium wave station 
chief engineers to run direction finding tests on the signal, thus leading to a quick QRT by Ihe 
transmitter on the 21st. Did anybody else hear this signal? 




As previously noted. Martin Schoech of Germany, the co-editor ol" 'Clandestine Radio Watch, has 
merged much or his activity with Ihe stunningly excellent clandcstlneradio.com web site. But, 
Martin retains a number or interesting web pages on his own site. At the multilingual 
http://www.lislrn.to/srs-gcrnuny you can still find Martin's QSL information pages and his 
pirate address list, in addition lo a link sending you to clandcslincradio.com for detailed 
clandestine information. Thus, we should not forget Martin's regular web site. 

ALAN P. MASYCA INFORMATION 

Longtime ACE member Alan P. Masyga or Minnesota checked in a couple ormonlhs ago, but I 
have lo start with an apology lo him. His lips gol caught in the failure to print the Clandestine 
Prolile column by mistake in 77re ACE during February, and then his material got cut out for 
space reasons last month. This month we will try and make it up to him. 

Alan almost had a premonition or the new mililia clandestine, since his lips are related to Ihe 
chan-ing technologies being exploited by KSMR. First, Alan forwarded an article from the 
January 13 Winona Daily News lhat pointed out the forthcoming direct satellite broadcast 
technology thai is commercially imminent, lhat same issue mentioned the large number of radio 
stations thai are streaming their audio via the inlcmel. Or course, KSMR's announced plans for 
satellite relays of patriot shows are a part or this evolving technology mix for radio in North 

Alan also noted lhat WGTG has long since changed their call letters to WWFV. He also 
forwarded an article on the virtual death or Ihe LPFM after Republican congressmen gulled it. 

FEST REPORT 

I am happy lo say that I saw several ACE members at the Winter SWL Festival in Kulpsville, 
Pennsylvania in mid-March. As usual, a great time was had by all. Attendance was well over 
200. and the quality of forums seemed First rate. There was certainly a significant presence of 
free radio at this year's fcsl. Among the forums was an unlicensed broadcasting panel hosted by 
your editor George Zellcr, and also including Allen Weiner of WBCQ (nnd many pasl piralcs), 
our Interim Publisher John T. Arthur, and Ihe editor vt Hobby Broadcasting magazine Andrew 
Yodcr. As usual, the semi-clandestine Voice or Pancho Villa held forth over (he airwaves at its 
traditional 0500 UTC slot on 6955 kHz. Given some unexpected last minute business that 
conlliclcd with the Fcst, "Dr. DX" Harold Cones was forced to miss the Festivities this year for 
the First lime. As a result, your editor George Zellcr stepped in to be the host for the Fcst banquet 
on Saturday night. 

Certainly the biggest news from Ihc Fcst was an announcement by Allen Weiner that he had just 
closed a deal lo acquire another shipboard shortwave transmitter, which will be licensed in 
Belize. The m/v Kaly is currently in Boston I larbor being renovated, with completion expecled 
sometime during Ihc summer. Allen did not rule out Ihc possibility (hal Ihe ship might transmit 
from various rare countries (or from international waters) during its voyage from Boston lo 
Belize. He told me that (he purpose of this new enterprise was a "positive and upbeat promotion 
of shortwave radio." Slay tuned. 

If you didn't manage to make it lo Kulpsville this year, I'll look forward to seeing you next year 
in March 2002.

Covert Comms

News from Simon Mason this month is that North Korea has ceased numbers broadcasts 
after five decades of activity. Numbers activity ceased in December 2000 after a gradual 
decrease in activity since June, after the first ever North-South Korean summit meeting between 
the two Korean leaders. . .,„ 

North Korea beamed numbers transmissions to the South with three different stations. 
Two of them operated via Radio Pyongyang and were last heard on August 25th & December 
8th 2000. A third station operated on 4770 and 5870 and was last heard on September 1 1th. 
Numbers transmissions from North Korea continue in Morse Code. 

It makes one wonder irthese numbers transmissions were actually used Tor agents or 
simply "misinformation" broadcasts filled with random numbers. It stretches bclicvabilily to 
think that North Korea pulled all its agents from the south. Yet Morse numbers continue. This is 
iust speculation on my part, but it would appear that the three numbers stations that ceased 
tronsmUting may have been transmitting dummy messages in the firs, place, either in order to 
make South Korea believe that more agents were operating there then there actually were or to 
try to overwhelm cryplanalysis efforts. 

Lest anyone think that North Korea has had a change of heart toward capitalist societies, 
the website of the KCNA, or Korean Central News Agency, contains a lot of old cold war 
communist propaganda. Check out http://www.kcna.co.jp to find out what we '•imperialist 
Americans arc up to Some or it is even laughable. North Korea used to broadcast the same 
material in RITY 50/175 fiom station HMF, but I'm not sure if it's still active. 

Al Fansomc passes along an article from the NY Times dated Feb. 20. The article details 
a claim fiom a I larvard computer science professor, Dr. Michael Rabin, who says he has 
discovered a way to send coded messages that arc totally unbreakable, even by an all-powerful 
entity with unlimited computing power. If he is correct, then he has discovered the first code 
tlK.t is totally unbreakable. One-time pads, even though they arc highly secure, can still be 
broken with powerful supercomputers. Even systems such as PGP, while difficult, can be 
eventually broken. , „ . 

Rabin's code is based on a key that vanishes as it is used. While not the first to develop 
this idea (the German Enigma machine used this method), Rabin claims that never before has 
anyone been able to make it both workable and to prove mathematically that the code cannot be 
broken. . ... 

Systems like PGP can be broken because users use the same key Tor encoding & 
decoding many times over. Rabin's system uses a stream 0 r random numbers to encode & 
decode the message. The number stream is not stored in the computer's memory, and essentially 
vanish as the message is encrypted & decrypted. A PGP key may be stolen, but there is no 
chance of stealing the key Kir Rabin's code. 

Mathematicians and computer scientists say that Dr. Rabin may have solved the ultimate 
problem in cryptography, finding a practical code that is totally unbreakable. However, they also 
claim thai innking n totally unbreakable code may not make much difference in today s world 
Some claim that today's codes are already so good that there is little advantage to making codes 
totally unbrcrAablc. ^ fa an jdca backcd up by mathemiI tjcal proofthat it 

works. 1 1c says he has no interest in profiling from it, and no company is offering to buy ^.t.
